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We  celebrate  100  years! 


n  4th  October  1912  the  first  issue  of 
'  a  weekly  newspaper,  De  Prince 
Albert  Vriend/ Prince  Albert  Friend  was 
published  in  Dutch  and  English.  Infor- 
mation about  those  early  days  is  limited 
but  we  know  that  it  was  printed  and  pub- 
lished in  various  buildings  in  the  town, 
including  the  cottage  behind  Onse  Rus, 
known  as  Oom  Piet  Doppies  se  Winkel 
and  also  in  what  is  now  Seven  Arches. 

The  earliest  editions  we  have  in  the  Mu- 
seum date  from  the  1930s  and  typically 
the  entire  front  page  was  given  over  to 
advertisements.  The  August  1  1934 
issue,  published  by  FA  Jansen  &  Co 
of  Church  Street,  Prince  Albert,  Cape 
Province,  included  local  adverts  for  JC 
Forsyth,  B  Buch  and  AP  de  Wit's  Alge- 
mene  Handelaars,  the  National  Hotel 
and  IF  van  Eik's  Dames  en  Here  Klere- 
maker  and  some  from  further  afield. 
GEARINGS  BKT  of  Cape  Town  had 
taken  out  a  large  advertisement  for  their 
self-oiling  wind  pumps  and  Keatings 
Powder  was  advertised  to  "verdelg 
miere,  vlooie,  motte,  vliee,  kakkerlakke, 
weeluise  -  alle  insekte."  The  nasty  little 
devil  holding  a  can  of  this  poisonous 
powder  looks  capable  of  wiping  out  just 
about  anything! 

In  those  days  De  Prince  Albert  Vriend 
carried  world  news,  so  local  residents 
could  read  articles  such  as  "Cold 
Blooded  Murder"  reporting  the  death  of 
Austrian  Chancellor  Dr  Dolfuss,  which 
expressed  concerns  about  another  war; 
"John  Dillinger"  provided  a  brief  account 
of  the  shooting  down  of  this  desperado  in 
front  of  a  Chicago  cinema  and  "Krokodil 
Van  Oor  die  100  Jaar"  reported  on  a 
fourteen  foot  crocodile  found  in  the  Sabi 
river  and  sent  to  the  Rhodesian  Museum 
in  Bulawayo.  These  articles  were  printed 
in  both  English  and  Dutch. 

Local  news  was  of  equal,  or  greater 
importance:  "Mev.  SP  Luttig  het  laaste 
Vrijdag  teruggekeer  van  haar  rit  na  Rho- 
desie  om  by  haar  dogter  (Betty  Weather - 
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De  Prince  Albert  Vriend  of  Wednesday, 
6  March  1929 

head)  te  kuier."  Mrs  P  Koorts,  Principal  of 
the  Weltevreden  farm  school  had  been 
forced  by  the  School  Board  to  take  sick 
leave  for  another  three  months  and  Mr 
Pieter  Botes  had  been  appointed  as  substi- 
tute in  her  place. 

Sport  featured  too:  in  the  column  Local 
and  General  we  read  that  "a  school  team  of 
Oudtshoorn  footballers  came  over  in  the 
rain  last  Saturday  to  play  a  friendly  match 
here  and  notwithstanding  the  muddy  state 
of  the  field  went  home  victorious  by  16-3." 

The  rain  was  most  welcome  since  it  had 
"considerably  augmented  the  irrigation 
furrow...  0.18  inches  will  at  least  revive 
the  condition  of  the  veld...  In  the  Tierberg 
and  Argentine  direction  fairly  good  show- 
ers were  also  welcomed  by  farmers." 

One  had  to  be  wary  of  traffic  cops,  even  in 
1934:  "No  Lights.  At  the  Police  Court  Fre- 
derick J  Snyman  and  Johannes  G  Schoe- 


man  stood  charged,  the  first  with  having 
no  lights  to  his  bicycle  and  the  second 
with  having  no  tail  light  to  his  motor  car, 
and  were  fined  2s  6d  each.  The  first  ac- 
cused lives  at  Koelhoogte,  the  second  at 
Bloemendal." 

Die  koerant  is  gereeld  uitgegee  maar  het 
in  die  veertigerjare  ongelukkig  mettertyd 
uit  Prince  Albert  se  strate  verdwyn.  In 
1994  het  'n  klein  groepie  plaaslike  inwo- 
ners,  synde:  Johan  "Spar"  Mulder,  Ronel 
van  der  Spuy  en  Virna  Gouws  dit  as  'n 
maandelikse  publikasie  laat  herleef  Jo- 
han het  'n  rekenaar  beskikbaar  gestel  en 
Ronel  en  Virna  het  die  tikwerk  en  uitleg 
waargeneem.  Die  afsluittyd  het  dikwels 
bestaan  uit  'n  rondbellery  na  vriende  vir 
'nuus'.  Virna  sou  dan  dikwels  tot  elfuur 
snags  werk  voordat  sy  en  die  koerant 
'bed  toe'  kon  gaan. 

Onder  die  sambreel  van  die  Toerismever- 
eniging  het  die  PA  Vriend  van  krag  tot 
krag  gegaan  en  teen  1997  het  Inge  Myn- 
hardt  die  tikmasjien  laat  gesels. Russell 
Brownlee,  Susan  Perold,  Denise  Ohlson 
en  Helena  Marincowitz  was  gereelde 
bydraers,  plaaslike  sportklubs  het  hulle 
verslae  geplaas  en  besighede  hulle  adver- 
tensies.  Ailsa  Tudhope  het  vir  drie  jaar 
die  leisels  oorgeneem  en  kommer  oor  "  'n 
Engelse  Dame"  aan  die  stuur  gou  bygele 
deur  om  die  beurt  Afrikaanse  en  Engelse 
voorbladstories  te  plaas.  Dames  van  Huis 
Kweekvallei  het  gereeld,  om  een  van 
hulle  groot  eetkamertafels,  gehelp  om  die 
koerant  te  vou.  Jill  Reid  en  Sharlton 
Groenewald  was  die  volgende  redak- 
teurs,  Hulle  is  opgevolg  deur  Di  Steyn  en 
Linda  Jaquet.

Prince  Albert  Valley 
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Starry  Splendour  over  Prince  Albert

In  October  of  this  year  as  in  every  year 
it  will  be  the  ideal  time  to  admire  our 
Spring  Constellation,  the  huge  Pegasus, 
the  flying  horse  of  Greek  Mythology  that 
gave  poets  the  possibility  for  their  flight 
of  thoughts  -  and  should  also  stimulate 
our  thoughts  today!  The  Square  of  Pega- 
sus, also  known  as  the  Spring  Rectangle 
analogue  to  the  Summer  Triangle  and 
Winter  Triangle,  can  hardly  be  missed  as 
it  culminates  over  our  Meridian.  That 
means  you  have  to  look  in  a  northerly 
direction  parallel  with  Church  Street. 
Pegasus  can  be  recognised  right  away 
because  it  is  one  of  only  a  few  constella- 
tions that  are  in  an  upright  position  for  us 
in  the  southern  hemisphere. 

At  the  lower  right  corner  of  the  square  of 
Pegasus  there  is  a  string  of  four  stars,  the 
hind  legs  of  Pegasus  so  to  speak,  but  they 
belong  to  the  constellation  of  Andromeda 
already  and  it  is  under  the  middle  of  this 
line  that  you  will  find  the  Andromeda 
Nebula  with  the  naked  eye  but  a  pair  of 
binoculars  will  help.  Also  known  as  M31 
this  is  the  closest  spiral  galaxy  to  our 
Milky  Way  Galaxy,  in  other  words  it  is 
our  neighbour  spiral  galaxy  but  it  is  one 
and  a  half  times  the  size  of  our  home 
galaxy.  At  a  distance  of  two  and  a  half 
million  light  years  it  is  the  furthest  celes- 
tial object  that  can  still  be  seen  with  the 
unaided  eye.  But  this  distance  is  not  far 
in  astronomical  terms  and  all  other  spiral 
galaxies  are  much  further  away  from  our 
Milky  Way  galaxy  than  that. 

The  American  astronomer  Edwin  Hubble 
discovered  in  1925  that  the  universe  not 
only  consisted  of  more  galaxies  than  just 
the  Milky  Way,  as  was  the  prevailing 
belief  at  the  time,  but  also  that  it  was 
expanding  and  that  there  was  a  general 
tendency  among  most  galaxies  to  recede 
from  each  other.  These  findings  were 
made  possible  with  the  aid  of  the  2.5m 
Hooker  Telescope,  then  the  world's  larg- 
est telescope  at  the  Mount  Wilson  Obser- 
vatory. 

But  the  galaxies  that  are  close  together 
like  our  Milky  Way  Galaxy  and  the  An- 
dromeda Galaxy  which  are  members  of 


the  local  group  of  galaxies,  are  not  drift- 
ing apart  from  each  other  into  the  ex- 
panding universe.  Rather  they  are  ap- 
proaching one  another  at  the  tremendous 
speed  of  300km/second  (1,08  mil  km/h). 
At  this  rate  of  travel  the  two  galaxies  will 
merge  in  three  billion  years  to  become 
one  super  large  galaxy.  It  is  the  huge 
masses  of  these  galaxies  that  exert  such  a 
strong  gravitational  pull  onto  each  other 
that  it  can  even  overcome  the  vast  dis- 
tances between  the  galaxies.  Examples  of 
such  merging  galaxies  can  be  observed 
with  the  keen  eye  of  the  Hubble  Space 
Telescope,  named  after  the  famous 
astronomer. 

The  Moon  will  be  new  on  the  151  of 
October  and  full  on  the  29th 

Venus  is  still  very  bright  (mag.  -  4.0)  in 
the  mornings. 

Jupiter  at  a  magnitude  of  -  2.7  (brighter 
than  any  star)  will  rise  well  before  mid- 
night in  October  together  with  the  con- 
stellation of  Taurus.  This  gives  us  a  clear 
indication  that  Summer  with  its  beautiful 
Summer  Constellations  is  on  the  way. 

In  the  South  the  crosses  are  disappearing 
below  the  horizon  with  the  Southern 
Cross  just  dipping  behind  the  Swartberg. 
It  is  still  visible  from  Cape  Town  because 
it  is  circumpolar  for  that  latitude,  thus 
visible  the  whole  year. 

To  make  up  for  this  the  Small  and  Large 
Magellanic  Clouds,  our  irregularly 
shaped  galaxy  neighbours,  rise  high 
enough  to  become  real  attractions.  At  a 
distance  of  190  000  and  160  000  light 
years  respectively  these  small  galaxies 
are  our  close  neighbours  indeed!

In  July  2012  a  significant  group  of 
prominent  scientists  signed  'The 
Cambridge  Declaration  on  Conscious- 
ness' in  which  they  are  openly  pro- 
claiming their  support  for  the  idea  that 
animals  are  conscious  and  aware  to  the 
degree  that  humans  are.  How  can  it  be 
that  this  fact  has  apparently  not  oc- 
curred to  the  majority  in  the  human 
race?  And  how  will  we  react  when 
'they'  discover  that  many  animal  spe- 
cies are  more  conscious,  more  aware, 
more  evolved,  and  more  adapted  than 
we  are,  and  that  we  have  found  no  way 
of  trying  to  understand  or  learn  from 
them? 

The  implications  of  this  scientific  ac- 
knowledgement are  far  reaching.  We 
can  assume  that  until  now  these  (and 
other)  scientists  did  not  support  the  idea 
that  animals  are  conscious  and  aware  to 
the  degree  that  humans  are.  The  major- 
ity of  people  who  have  anything  to  do 
with  animals  automatically  perceive 
their  sentience.  But  we  bizarrely  require 
verification  from  scientists,  the  gods  of 
the  destructive  western  cultural  phe- 
nomenon, before  we  are  willing  to  truly 
believe  it.  Although  action  is  required 
in  the  light  of  the  declaration  it  is 
highly  unlikely  to  occur  in  any  signifi- 
cant way  because  of  the  potential  im- 
pact on  our  own  sacred  lifestyles. 

The  next  logical  step  would  be  for  gov- 
ernments to  declare  that  animals  are 
indeed  sentient  and  therefore  no  longer 
considered  'property'.  This  would 
mean,  in  effect,  that  animals  could  no 
longer  be  used  for  our  pleasure  in  any 
way  from  vivisection  to  veal.  As  many 
countries  are  still  grappling  with  the 
idea  of  human  rights  it  seems  unlikely 
that  animals  will  be  conceded  con- 
sciousness in  that  realm. 

Certain  species  are  already  regarded  by 
many  to  be  more  conscious  than  others. 
We  have  attributed  'mind'  to  dogs  and 
cats  as  they  are  regarded  as  compan- 
ions, while  other  primates  are  obviously 


akin  to  man.  Animals  raised  for  food 
such  as  sheep  and  chickens  are  often  seen 
purely  in  physical  terms  and  routinely 
treated  like  objects.  Elephants  are  known 
to  grieve  the  death  of  a  family  member, 
and  cows  mourn  the  abduction  of  their 
calves;  dolphins  play  joyfully  in  the 
waves,  and  pigs  take  pleasure  in  mud. 
But  these  expressions  of  emotion  have 
always  been  conveniently  described  as 
'behaviour'  which  makes  them  more  like 
instinct  than  feeling,  reaction  rather  than 
consciousness. 

Research  shows  that  it  is  easier  for  people 
to  eat  an  animal  that  they  have  decided 
has  no  mind,  or  one  they  haven't  met 
before  or  seen  in  a  form  resembling  an 
animal.  Sometimes  individual  animals  of 
a  species  normally  considered  to  be  food 
are  given  names  because  they  have  been 
raised  as  pets,  and  this  makes  it  difficult 
for  their  human  caretakers  to  slaughter 
and  eat  them.  Animals  given  names  are 


attributed  a  greater  degree  of  con- 
sciousness. 

Familiarity  and  recognition  command  a 
certain  respect.  Anyone  who  sees  'the 
other'  and  recalls  the  golden  rule  'One 
should  treat  others  as  one  would  like 
others  to  treat  oneself  would  naturally 
avoid  doing  harm.  By  failing  to  notice, 
one  lingers  in  the  shadows  of  life,  al- 
lowing untold  suffering. 

A  conscious  creature  imbued  with 
beauty  and  grace  can  inspire  admiration 
or  destruction.  One  person  will  take  a 
photo  while  another  will  take  a  life. 
Behind  the  wheel  one  driver  will  smash 
a  tortoise  crossing  the  road  as  easily  as 
another  will  give  way. 

So  although  we  are  capable  of  expand- 
ing and  understanding  consciousness 
we  are  also  given  the  choice  of  how  to 
use  it.

I  recently  came  across  the  Prince  Albert  Friend  of  Wednesday, 
16  December  1936,  Dingaan's  Day.  It  advertises  the  Munici- 
pal budget  for  1937  -  scarcely  over  2  000  British  Pounds. 

The  newspaper  cost  three  pence  (3d).  The  ad  for  J  C  Forsyth's 
shop  on  the  front  page  (see  also  page  13)  had  a  much  bigger 
typeface  than  the  paper  header  itself.  The  early  version  of  the 
film,  Ben  Hur,  starring  Roman  Navarro  (?),  admission  two  shil- 
lings and  sixpence  (2s  6d),was  showing  at  the  local  "Bioscope" 
and  is  promoted  in  the  most  extravagant  terms.  The  abdication 
notice  of  King  Edward  Vlll  was  not  even  the  lead  article  and  a 
very  brief  and  terse  one  at  that,  but  was  tucked  in  between  an 
article  headed  'The  Political  Acrobat'  and  the  column,  'Local  and 
General'. 

'The  Political  Acrobat'  refers  to  Dr  D  F  Malan,  then  leader  of  the 
Gesuiwerde  Nasionale  Party,  whose  attention  is  drawn  in  the 
article  to  the  fact  that  Bosswells  [sic]  Circus  is  seeking  to  supple- 
ment its  troupe  of  acrobats,  and  that  he  should  apply! 

'Local  and  General'  starts  with  a  letter  headed  "Ta-ta",  Mrs  (Dr) 
Van  Wyk  left  for  Cape  Town  today...

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Honour  our  Roots:  J  C  Forsyth

The  Pep  Stores  building  received  a 
facelift  to  welcome  Prince  Albert's 
250lh  year.  In  honour  of  De  Prince  Albert 
Vriend's  100th  anniversary  we  thought 
we'd  run  the  advertisement  for  the  first 
business  housed  in  the  impressive  build- 
ing, that  of  J.C.  Forsyth,  De  Prince 
Albert  Algemene  Voorsien  Winkel. 

Mr  Forsyth  served  the  Prince  Albert 
community  as  a  storekeeper  and  as  a 
Chapel  Warden  at  St  John's  for  many 

years. 

On  25th  August  1890  James  Charles  For- 
syth (shopkeeper)  married  Lucy  Alice 
Catharine  Herbert,  in  St  John's  Mission 
Church  School  Hall.  Lucy's  mother, 
Mrs  Johanna  Herbert,  had  taught  at  the 


school  established  for  the  prison  warders' 
children  in  the  Swartberg  Pass  while  it 
was  under  construction. 

A  poignant  entry  in  the  church's  Burial 
Register  on  1st  July  1891  shows  James  as 
the  person  officiating  at  the  burial  of  his 
infant  son,  in  the  absence  of  a  priest.  The 
couple  went  on  to  have  four  daughters: 
Minnie  (1892),  Annie  Frances  (1896), 
Kathleen  Alice  (1898)  and  Florence  Ce- 
cile  (1902).  Annie  was  the  first  child  to 
be  baptised  in  the  new  church  building  on 
24th  May  1896. 

By  1903,  when  James  Forsyth  stood 
surety,  with  G  E  Boulton  (attorney), 
James  Ford  (magistrate)  and  Robert  Ste- 
phenson (doctor),  for  a  loan  to  build  a 
parsonage  for  St  John's,  his  profession 
was  registered  as  "businessman". 

The  1 890s  were  an  exciting  time  to  own  a 
General  Dealer's  business  in  Prince  Al- 
bert. The  Swartberg  Pass  had  been  offi- 
cially opened  in  1888  and  traffic  wended 
its  way  from  the  railway  line  at  Prince 
Albert  Road  through  the  village  and  over 
the  Pass,  bringing  some  interesting  visi- 
tors and  a  wide  variety  of  stock  from  the 
port  at  Cape  Town.  Gold  was  discovered 
in  1891  and  hundreds  of  prospectors 
streamed  to  the  district.  Some  of  their 
needs  were  met  by  the  store  at  the  Prince 
Albert  Gold  Fields  but  Forsyth's  store 
would  have  done  a  roaring  trade  too. 

Although  we  don't  know  exactly  what 
goods  J.C.  Forsyth's  Algemene  Voorsien 
Winkel  stocked  then,  we  do  have  a  couple 
of  stories  from  the  early  days  of  the  twen- 


tieth century  which  provide  information. 

Betty  Weatherhead  (nee  Luttig,  born  1906) 
grew  up  in  the  village  and  told  a  tale  of  a 
beautiful  blue  silk  dress  decorated  with 
pink  roses,  which  she  saw  in  the  window 
of  JC  Forsyth's  store.  It  was  close  to 
Christmas  and  little  Betty  desperately 
wanted  it.  She  eventually  wore  her  mother 
down  and  the  dress  was  bought.  Imagine 
Betty's  chagrin  when  she  arrived  at  church 
with  her  parents  to  find  five  other  little 
girls  wearing  the  same  dress. 

Terence  Basil  Baillie,  who  spent  some 
years  here  as  a  child  in  the  1930's,  re- 
corded the  following  description  of  the 
store  in  his  memoirs: 

"Mr  Forsyth  (was)  the  owner  of  the  largest 
general  store  in  the  village...  You  could 
buy  anything  from  a  needle  to  an  anchor 
from  the  shop.  It  was  very  large  and  busy.  I 
still  remember  the  old  wooden  counters 
placed  virtually  all  around  the  shop  and  the 
shelves  behind  the  counter  stacked  with 
every  conceivable  sort  of  goods  from 
tinned  goods  to  cloth  and  rolls  of  material 
for  dresses,  hardware  and  building  materi- 
als. The  shop  also  traded  in  hides  and  ani- 
mal skins  brought  in  by  farmers.  When  the 
shop  closed  in  the  evening  the  windows 
and  entrances  were  shuttered  and  pad- 
locked." 

We  know  that  Forsyth's  store  also  stocked 
coffins,  which  were  kept  upstairs  and  that 
James  had  small  models  made  to  show 
families  the  variety  of  designs  which  were 
available.  The  last  of  these  is  part  of  the 
Museum  collection.

In  1924  James,  as  Chairman  of  the  local 
Tennis  Club,  officially  opened  the  new 
tennis  courts  in  Kerkstraat,  built  on  prop- 
erty donated  by  Dr  PC  Luttig.  A  photo  of 
him  lobbing  a  ball  over  the  net  can  be 
seen  in  the  Museum.  Terence  Baillie 
recalls  that  in  1933  Forsyth's  Store  was 
the  only  stockist  of  the  new  Hoerskool 
Zwartberg  school  blazer  and  badge,  de- 
signed by  young  Marie  Theron,  daughter 
ofDsHSTheron. 

James  and  Lucy  were  bastions  of  the 
village  and  both  lived  to  a  fine  age.  Lucy 
died  in  1949  at  the  age  of  81  and  James 
two  years  later  at  the  age  of  87.  The  en- 
try recording  his  death  in  our  Town  Cal- 
endar is  significant:  "He  had  meant  a 
great  deal  to  the  community."  He  and 
Lucy  rest  in  the  St  John's  Burial  Ground 
in  de  Beer  Street.

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POP  Centre  for  Prince  Albert 


Ingrid  Lestrade  and  Annie  Templeton  of  the 
Goedgedacht  Trust 

Thursday,  30  August,  saw  the  end  of 
a  year-long  process  for  the  Path  Out 
of  Poverty  programme  (POP)  of  the 
Goedgedacht  Trust  and  also  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  chapter  for  the  youth  of 
Prince  Albert. 


Almost  a  hundred  residents,  representing  a 
broad  spectrum  of  the  community,  attended 
a  meeting  in  the  Sydwell  Williams  Centre 
to  hear  feedback  on  POP's  research  in 
North  End  in  December  201 1.  Mayor  Goli- 
ath Lottering  was  joined  by  Ingrid  Lestrade 
and  Peter  Templeton,  both  directors  of  the 
Goedgedacht  Trust  based  in  Riebeeck 
Kasteel.  POP's  study  collected  data  such  as 
the  number  of  children  and  young  people 
by  interviewing  more  than  90%  of  house- 
holds in  Oudorp,  Hankersville  and  Ron- 
domskrik  Every  one  of  the  942  residents 
interviewed  gave  written  support  (by 
means  of  their  signature)  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  POP  youth  centre  and  pro- 
gramme in  the  community. 

A  draft  document  setting  out  the  research 
findings  was  handed  out  to  representatives 
of  key  sectors  in  the  community  for  perusal 
and  comment.  The  final  document  will 
then  be  printed  and  distributed  to  all  parties 
and  individuals  wishing  to  use  the  data  for 
developmental  initiatives. 

In  their  presentations,  both  Ingrid  and  Peter 


stressed  the  impartial  and  apolitical  posi- 
tion of  POP.  Moreover,  any  future  POP 
program  implemented  in  Prince  Albert 
would  fall  under  the  leadership  of  Ingrid 
Lestrade  and  her  team  until  such  time  as 
the  community  was  ready  to  take  it  over. 

The  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  for  a 
POP  centre  was  also  discussed  in  ques- 
tion time  and  several  parents  made  pas- 
sionate pleas  that  such  a  centre  be  built 
urgently.  Ingrid  pointed  out  the  process 
was  necessarily  a  slow  one  and  that  each 
step  had  to  be  an  inclusive  one  where 
any  interested  party  could  question  and 
contribute. 

Provisional  plans  for  the  centre  are  to  be 
drawn  up  and  made  available  for  public 
comment  at  the  municipal  library  at  the 
end  of  September.  A  meeting  to  discuss 
the  centre  is  still  be  finalised  for  mid- 
October.  All  parties  are  once  again  en- 
couraged to  attend  for  support  and  con- 
structive debate.

Ons  is  onlangs  deur  Luke  Havemann,  voorheen  die  prokureur  vir  die  Treasure  the  Karoo  Action  Group 
(TKAG),  genader  om  horn  en  sy  samewerkende  raad  toestemming  te  gee  om  ons  in  geregtelike  verrigtinge  wat 
teen  toekenning  van  tracking  verwante  lisensies  deur  die  Departement  van  Minerale  Hulpbronne  gemik  is,  te  ver- 
teenwoordig  .  Luke  se  betrokkenheid  in  die  tracking  debat  is  net  so  goed  gevestig  as  ons  s'n,  in  die  sin  dat  hy  in 
April  201 1  verantwoordelik  was  vir  die  TKAG  se  kritiese  oorsig  van  Shell  se  konsep-omgewingsbestuursplan. 
Sedertdien  was  Luke  onder  andere  verantwoordelik  vir  die  opstel  van  suksesvolle  voorleggings  aan  die  Gesags- 
liggaam  vir  Reklamestandaarde,  ten  opsigte  van  sekere  tracking  verwante  advertensies,  iets  wat  ons  ook  in  'n 
afsonderlike  voorlegging  reggekry  het.  Verder  het  Luke  ook  daarin  geslaag  om  die  Minister  van  Minerale  Hulp- 
bronne in  die  Noord-Gautengse  hooggeregshof  suksesvol  te  dagvaar  aangaande  toegang  tot  inligting  met  betrek- 
king  tot  die  regering  se  taakspan  aangaande  frakturering. 

Voor  die  beeindiging  van  sy  mandaat  met  TKAG,  het  Luke  toegesien  dat  kritiese  resensies  ten  opsigte  van  die 
finale  omgewingsbestuursplanne  van  die  verskillende  maatskappye  wat  aansoek  gedoen  het  vir  die  tracking  ver- 
wante eksplorasie  lisensies,  in  plek  was  . 

Bykomend,  in  die  geval  dat  die  eksplorasie-lisensies  wel  toegestaan  word  ,  is  interne  appel  en  litigasie  verwante 
strategie  dokumente  voorberei.  Luke  en  sy  raad  (beide  junior  en  senior)  het,  in  effek,  gevra  vir  die  geleentheid  om 
hierdie  dokumente  namens  ons  in  spel  te  plaas.  Wat  belangrik  is,  is  dat  hulle  aangebied  het  om  dit  te  doen  op  'n 
gebeurlikheidsplan-fooi  basis,  wat  beteken  dat  ons  slegs  verantwoordelik  is  vir  hul  lopende  uitgawes  en  nie  hul 
uurlikse  tariewe  nie. 

Ons  het  ooreengekom  om  deur  Luke  en  sy  span  verteenwoordig  te  word  en  die  ooreenkoms  word  tans  gefinali- 
seer.  Die  koste  is  onderskryf,  maar  ons  sou  graag  die  finansiele  las  wou  deel  met  ander  belanghebbende  groe- 
pe,  en  sodoende  ook  ons  gesamentlike  belange  basis  verbreed.

The  Pick-a-Piece  project  is  in  its  fifth 
month  and  so  far  the  children  of 
Prince  Albert  have  collected  over  nine 
tons  of  recyclable  litter!  More  good  news 
is  that  soon  the  project  will  have  its  own 
room  at  the  Sydwell  Williams  Centre 
where  it  will  be  able  to  set  up  shop. 

Pick-a-Piece  is  a  community  project 
where  children  collect  recyclables  once  a 
week  and  are  rewarded  with  points.  The 
points  are  redeemable  right  away  and  the 
children  can  'buy'  basic  stationery,  toi- 
letries, foodstuffs  and  some  fun  things.  In 
this  way  we  hope  to  inspire  children  to 
think  and  work  independently  and  realise 
that  through  their  own  initiative  they  can 
achieve  things.  We  do  not  give  anything 
away,  but  make  sure  that  the  items  are 
affordable. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  OK  Grocer  for 
giving  us  bread  every  week  for  sand- 
wiches, as  well  as  making  a  space  avail- 
able at  the  cigarette  counter  for  a  dona- 
tions bin.  Thank  you  to  those  who  have 
already  left  donations  there.  There  is  a 
wish  list  on  the  bin  but  anyone  can  use 
their  own  discretion  and  put  in  articles 
that  they  think  children  would  love. 

We  have  also  received  bread  from  the 
Swartberg  Hotel,  fruit  from  various 
sources  and  sometimes,  some  very  popu- 
lar boiled  eggs.  Karoo  Kaleidoscope  has 


supported  us  since  the  beginning  with  do- 
nations and  generous  discounts  on  pur- 
chases. The  shop  also  has  a  donations'  bas- 
ket for  stationery  and  fun  things  like  Koki 
pens,  crayons  or  colouring  pencils.  St 
John's  Church  has  donated  foodstuffs,  toi- 
letries, stationery  and  clothes  regularly  to 
the  project. 

This  winter  we  bought  blankets  because  it 
has  been  so  bitterly  cold.  Children  could 
'buy'  them  for  an  affordable  10  points  ie 
for  R2.50. 

Marion  Finch  sells  second  hand  clothing  at 
her  'ODD'  shop  (formerly  Maydays)  and 
Pick-a-Piece  is  the  lucky  recipient  of  these 
profits.  As  a  result  we  have  been  able  to 
keep  the  shop  well  stocked,  and  buy  items 
such  as  the  donations  bin,  blankets  and 
various      other      much-needed      items. 

In  recent  weeks  some  of  the  volunteers 
have  been  making  beaded  bracelets  and 
drawing  with  the  children.  As  well  as  hav- 
ing fun,  this  gives  the  children  and  the  vol- 
unteers a  chance  to  sit  together  and  get  to 
know  each  other  better.  The  children  love 
social  interaction  and  we  share  many 
laughs  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon.  The 
bracelets  are  for  sale  for  R15  at  the  coffee 
stall  at  the  Saturday  market  to  raise  funds 
for  the  project.  The  children  earn  5  points 
for  each  bracelet  that  they  complete,  which 
is  enough  to  buy  them  a  complete  lunch  of 


soup,  sandwiches  and  some  fruit.  We 
now  would  like  to  sew  shopping  bags  for 
the  children  that  they  can  then  paint. 

This  project  has  so  much  room  for  ex- 
pansion, there  are  many  ideas  and  we 
welcome  many  more.  We  would  particu- 
larly like  to  encourage  people  to  take  on 
a  small  new  aspect  of  the  project  and 
develop  it  further. 

We  are  currently  short  of  fruit.  Orange 
season  is  over  and  we  cannot  really  af- 
ford to  spend  a  few  hundred  Rand  on 
fruit  every  week.  Any  fruit  and  soup  in- 
gredients (such  as  meat  or  meaty  bones) 
will  be  much  appreciated.  The  children 
have  a  natural  inclination  to  choose 
healthy  food  if  it  is  available,  so  let's  try 
and  support  that! 

Thank  you  to  the  enthusiastic  volunteers 
that  help  every  week,  as  well  as  those 
behind  the  scenes,  preparing  sandwiches, 
cooking  soup  and  making  contributions. 

We  welcome  visitors,  so  if  you  are  in  the 
area  on  a  Wednesday  between  1.30pm 
and  3.30pm,  please  feel  free  to  pop  in. 
Guest  house  owners,  why  not  encourage 
your  guests  to  visit  the  project?  A  couple 
of  foreigners  have  stopped  by  and  ended 
up  getting  roped  in  to  work  and  loved  it!

Prince  Albert  Municipal  Library 
BOOK  REVIEW 


Not  so  with  this  stirring  debut  from  an  ex- 
traordinary new  voice  in  fiction  Sarah  Win- 
man.  Not  only  is  this  unforgettable  book  in 
my  bookclub  but  it's  also  in  your  very  own 
Prince  Albert  Library! 

Beginning  in  1968  and  spanning  four  dec- 
ades, this  is  the  story  of  a  fascinating  but 
flawed  family  and  the  many  ordinary  and 
extraordinary  incidents  that  shape  their 
everyday  lives. 

The  book  is  peopled  with  unique  and  com- 
plex characters  all  of  whom  are  original, 
well  observed  and  authentic.  The  main 
character,  Elly,  is  a  kid  who  grows  up  too 
fast.  She  doesn't  like  to  play  with  little  girls 
her  own  age;  she  prefers  the  company  of 
Mr.  Golan,  her  elderly  neighbour.  Through 
much  of  her  childhood  her  brother,  Joe,  is 
her  best  friend.  And  it  is  he  who  gives  her  a 
pet  rabbit,  whom  she  names  'god,'  to 
lighten  the  loneliness  of  her  childhood. 

To  lighten  the  tension  there  is  also  Arthur, 


an  ageing  fop  who  tap  dances  his  way 
into  Elly's  home  life,  along  with  a 
Shirley  Bassey  impersonator  who 
follows  close  behind. 

Elly  has  another  best  friend  in  Jenny 
Penny,  a  new  girl  in  town  who  has  a 
chaotic  home  life.  But  they  are  soon 
separated.  Elly's  parents  move  to  Corn- 
wall to  open  a  bed-and-breakfast,  and 
Jenny  disappears  without  a  trace.  Friend- 
less in  her  new  town,  Elly  leans  on  her 
family  for  support,  especially  Joe,  who  is 
struggling  to  come  to  terms  with  his 
sexuality.  He  tries  to  start  a  new  life  in 
New  York,  but  disappears  in  the  chaos  of 
9/11. 

At  times  it  is  a  laugh-out-loud  read,  at 
others  it  is  stupefyingly  sad.  It  is  a  story 
about  childhood  and  growing  up,  loss  of 
innocence,  huge  eccentricity,  familial 
ties  and  friendships.  But  the  overarching 
theme  is  the  unbreakable  bond  between  a 
brother  and  sister. 

When  God  Was  a  Rabbit  is  certainly 
worth  a  second  read.

Karoo  Spring  Flowers 

iver  twenty  Garden  Club  members 
and  three  visitors  from  Wellington 
enjoyed  a  well-timed  visit  to  the  Karoo 
View  Cottages  indigenous  garden  in 
September  to  see  a  spectacular  display  of 
Spring  flowers. 

Sue  Dean  of  Renu-Karoo  Veld  Restora- 
tion gave  us  many  interesting  insights 
into  the  growth  habits  of  the  wide  variety 
of  plants  found  on  the  slopes  as  she 
guided  the  group  around  the  property. 
Julie  and  Richard  Waterston,  owners  of 
Karoo  View  Cottages,  left  the  original 
ground  as  undisturbed  by  building  works 
as  possible  and  have  only  replanted 
around  the  new  guesthouses.  Julie  has 
planted  grasses  in  the  area  where  the 
'grey'  water  is  discharged  from  the 
washing  machines,  and  this  provides  an 
attractive  and  practical  solution  to  what 
can  be  a  difficult  issue. 

The  group  were  fascinated  by  the  many 
tiny  plants  and  how  they  have  adapted  to 
survive  the  harsh  climate.  Most  are  polli- 
nated by  birds  that  eat  their  tasty  fruit, 
while  avoiding  those  that  are  poisonous. 
Bees,  insects  and  wind  are  also  used  for 
pollination  and  we  saw  how  plants  adapt 
their  flowers  to  optimise  their  chances  of 


survival.  After  viewing  the  garden,  the 
tour  continued  a  short  distance  up  Ma- 
grieta  Prinsloo  Street  to  see  more  won- 
derful displays  of  colourful  plants.  Sue 
also  pointed  out  two  varieties  of  alien 
cacti  that  are  becoming  invasive  and 
which  need  to  be  removed  before  they 
spread  further. 

The  Club  thanked  Julie  for  her  hospitality 
with  the  gift  of  a  white  Arctotis.  Lorna 
Verran  won  a  lavender  bush  in  the  lucky 
draw.

New  Ambulance  Station  on  'Death  Road' 


in  Tuesday,  25  September,  the 
Western  Cape  Minister  of  Health, 
Theuns  Botha,  formally  opened  the  new 
Emergency  Medical  Services  (EMS) 
station  on  the  Nl  at  Leeu  Gamka. 

The  station  will  provide  a  24-hour  emer- 
gency medical  response  and  rescue  assis- 
tance seven  days  a  week  to  the  over  2000 
residents  of  Merweville,  Welgemoed, 
Newtown  Park,  Bitterwater  and  sur- 
rounds, an  area  of  approximately  250 
kilometers. 

The  Health  Department  considers  the 
area  as  high  priority  because  of  the  hor- 
rific motor  vehicle  accidents  on  the  Nl 
between  Beaufort  West,  Leeu-Gamka 
and  Prince  Albert  Road. 

The  new  ambulance  station  includes  a 
waiting  room  for  patients,  accommoda- 
tion for  relief  crews,  (from  outside  the 
Karoo)  and  a  helipad  for  rescue  helicop- 
ters. 


In  2005,  the  community  of  Leeu  Gamka 
indicated  to  the  Department  of  Health 
that  they  wanted  to  be  trained  in  emer- 
gency first  response  to  reduce  the  trans- 
portation and  response  time  to  critical 
accidents  on  the  Nl. 

Twenty  community  members  were 
trained  and  a  satellite  station  then  oper- 
ated out  of  Leeu  Gamka.  Since  then, 
eleven  EMS  practitioners  operating  from 
the  station  have  been  trained  in  Interme- 
diate Life  Support  and  another  eight 
trained  as  Advanced  Life  Support  Emer- 
gency Practitioners. 

Minister  Botha  indicated  that  his  depart- 
ment was  implementing  a  programme 
throughout  the  Western  Province  aimed 
at  training  residents  of  strategic  areas  as 
first  responders.  In  the  long  run  this 
would  increase  the  skills  of  communities 
and  improve  the  quality  of  the  service 
delivered  by  the  Emergency  Medical 
Services.

The  Prince  Albert  Tourism  Associa- 
tion's AGM  on  28  August  saw  the 
election  of  a  new  executive  committee 
to  manage  tourism  in  the  town  at  a  cru- 
cial time.  Hestie  Fourie  takes  over  as 
Chairperson  from  Jeremy  Freemantle, 


while  Wolf  Stuckler  is  her  deputy.  Ria 
Steyn,  Michelle  Smith  and  Lienki  Schoe- 
man  are  the  other  new  members  of  the 
committee. 

Di  Steyn  will  continue  to  represent  the 
tourism  sector  on  the  Ward  2  committee 
and  Jeremy  Freemantle  remains  involved 
in  developing  a  strategic  tourism  partner- 
ship with  the  Municipality.  Elise  Senekal 
continues  as  Treasurer  until  such  time  as 
someone  is  found  to  fill  the  position.  A 
representative  of  the  Prince  Albert  Friend 
is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.

Residents  attending  the  recent  Prince 
Albert  Ratepayers'  and  Residents' 
Association's  (PARRA)  AGM  heard 
much  encouraging  news  from  Chairper- 
son Barbara  Castle.  This  past  year,  she 
said,  had  been  an  improvement  on  2011 
in  that  the  Association  had  been  able  to 
enjoy  the  'open-door'  policy  now  fa- 
voured in  the  Municipality. 


Ms  Castle  listed  a  number  of  areas  in 
which  PARRA  had  been  successful, 
including  the  cementing  of  relationships 
with  members  and  local  government. 
The  Association  had  lobbied  for  trans- 
parency in  Municipal  and  Council 
spending,  taken  up  account  problems  on 
behalf  of  owners,  given  input  at  Inte- 
grated Development  Plan  meetings, 
raised  issues  of  expenditure  not  budg- 
eted for  and  continued  to  encourage  the 
municipality  to  use  SMS  as  a  tool  for 
notifying  residents  of  water  restrictions, 
power  outages,  public  Municipal  Meet- 
ings, etc. 

PARRA  is  currently  dealing  with  the 
confusing  changes  in  municipal  proce- 
dures &  charges  for  the  removal  of  sew- 
erage, and  residents  are  encouraged  to 
bring  their  concerns  to  the  attention  of 
Incident  Manager,  Nicole  Wicomb,  on 
023  5411  014. 

Ms  Castle  also  reported  that  with  Ward 
Committees  now  in  place  it  was  some- 
what easier  for  her  to  raise  concerns  with 
the  relevant  officials-  on  a  monthly  ba- 
sis -  by  means  of  an  official  reporting 
template.

hat  are  your  rights  if  you  are 
stopped  at  a  roadblock  and  the 
traffic/metro  police  determine  that  you 
have  not  paid  outstanding  traffic  fines  and 
that  there  is  a  warrant  out  for  your  arrest? 

If  you  ignored  a  summons  requiring  you  to 
appear  in  court  for  failing  to  pay  a  traffic 
fine,  the  court  may  issue  a  warrant  for  your 
arrest  for  being  in  contempt  of  court. 

Practical  steps  to  follow: 
If  you  do  get  stopped  and  they  want  to 
arrest  you,  demand  to  see  copy  of  the  war- 
rant. The  police  can  only  arrest  you  if  they 
have  the  original  or  a  copy  of  the  warrant 
for  your  arrest  on  them.  (In  terms  of  Sec- 
tion 45  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Act  an 
arrest  on  a  copy  or  a  written  communica- 
tion from  a  magistrate  or  peace  officer  is 
legal.) 

A  practical  ruling  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Prosecutions  is  that  the  Metro  Police  must 
supply  the  warrant  of  arrest  or  at  least  a 
copy  of  the  warrant  within  30  minutes  after 


the  arrest.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Metro 
Police  to  have  1,5  million  original  warrants 
of  arrest  at  the  roadblock. 

If  the  police  cannot  produce  a  copy  of  the 
warrant  of  arrest,  refuse  to  go  with  them 
and  point  out  that  the  arrest  is  illegal. 

If  they  persist  and  still  want  to  arrest  you 
despite  their  inability  to  produce  a  copy  of 
the  warrant,  advise  them  that  you  will  sue 
them  for  unlawful  arrest.  At  that  time,  take 
down  all  the  details  of  the  arresting  offi- 
cers, and  list  the  date  and  time  of  the  arrest. 
In  particular  make  a  mental  note  of  all  the 
events  and  surrounding  circumstances  con- 
cerning the  arrest  and  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter  (whilst  the  events  are  still  fresh 
in  your  mind)  make  a  detailed  statement. 

Thereafter,  take  legal  advice  and  if  you  are 
advised  to  do  so,  lay  a  charge  against  the 
police  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  inci- 
dent.

Friday  morning,  14  September,  saw 
the  Western  Cape  Minister  for 
Local  Government,  Environment  Af- 
fairs and  Development  Planning,  Anton 
Bredell  and  Prince  Albert's  Mayor,  Cllr 
Goliath  Lottering,  open  the  Prince  Al- 
bert Thusong  Service  Centre.  Over  300 
residents  and  dignitaries  attended  the 
ceremony. 

Minister  Bredell  noted  that  "Thusong", 
a  Sesotho  word  meaning  "a  place  to  get 
help"  summed  up  the  vision  behind  the 
Western  Cape  Government's  response 
to  the  need  to  'bring  government  to  the 
people',  particularly  in  rural  areas. 
Planning  for  the  facility  was  done  in 
2008  and  the  building  of  the  Centre, 
funded  by  the  Provincial  Government, 
commenced  in  2011  and  finished  in 
March  2012.  The  government  depart- 
ments and  organisations  that  have  of- 
fices at  the  Centre  will  pay  rent  to  the 
Prince  Albert  Municipality,  which  is 
responsible  for  upkeep  and  mainte- 
nance. A  manager  for  the  Centre  will  be 
appointed  in  due  course. 

The  presence  of  the  Departments  of 
Home  Affairs,  Labour,  Social  Develop- 
ment and  the  South  African  Social  Se- 
curity Agency  (SASSA)  at  the  Thusong 
Centre  would  ensure  that  residents  of 
Prince  Albert  and  surrounds  would  have 
easier  access  to  identity  documents, 
registration  of  births  and  deaths,  social

Minister  Anton  Bredell  and  Mayor  Goliath  Lottering  unveiled  the  plaque  at  the  Thusong  Centre 


grants  and  advice  regarding  employment 
issues.  This,  Bredell  said,  would  change 
the  lives  of  the  community  and  would 
mean  that  government  could  look  after 
those  who  really  need  assistance. 

Bredell  cautioned  against  the  unrealistic 
expectation  that  the  Thusong  Centre 
would  instantly  provide  jobs  for  Prince 
Alberters.  The  residents  of  Prince  Albert, 
he  said,  needed  to  have  skills  and  more 
importantly,  the  right  skills,  to  be  able  to 
be  employed  to  give  support  to  the  com- 
munity. Bredell  also  appealed  for  ideas  on 
how  the  Thusong  Centre  could  contribute 
to  the  lives  of  the  children  of  the  town.  He 
noted  that  in  this  day  and  age,  children 


competed  with  the  whole  world.  They 
needed  access  to  computers  and  the 
Internet  to  be  able  to  research  school 
projects  and  open  doors  to  their  futures. 

The  community  of  Prince  Albert  and 
surrounds  can  look  forward  to  the  De- 
partment of  Home  Affairs  being  at  their 
office  at  the  Thusong  Centre  for  two 
weeks  every  month.  The  Department  of 
Labour  will  man  their  office  twice  a 
month  and  SASSA  will  be  present  dur- 
ing the  week  that  the  payment  of  social 
grants  is  scheduled  .

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Prince  Albert  Protests  Against  Fracking 


>n  Saturday  morning,  22  Septem- 
ber, residents  of  Prince  Albert 
joined  protesters  in  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try and  around  the  world  to  express  their 
opposition  to  hydraulic  fracturing,  or 
fracking.  About  thirty  residents,  joined 
by  tourists,  held  a  demonstration  in  front 
of  the  Fransie  Pienaar  Museum  on 
Church  Street  as  part  of  the  'Global 
Frackdown'  campaign. 

Bearing  posters  declaring,  '1  Frack  U 
Can't  Go  Back'  and  'South  Africa  is  not 
for  S(h)ale',  the  black-clad  protesters 
exhorted  passersby  to  'hoot  against 
fracking.'  Stallholders  in  the  markets 
wore  black  bandannas  and  scarves. 

On  the  two  days  preceding  the  demon- 
stration residents  wrapped  black  bands  of 
material  around  the  trees  in  Church 
Street  to  mourn  the  destruction  of  the 
Karoo  habitat.  Businesses  and  homes 
hung  wreaths  with  black  ribbons  in  soli- 
darity. 

Lisa  Smith,  who  leads  the  anti-fracking 
campaign  in  Prince  Albert,  urged  resi- 
dents and  visitors  to  oppose  fracking 
actively,  particularly  now  that  the  South 
African  Government  has  lifted  the  mora- 
torium on  fracking,  paving  the  way  for 
exploratory  drilling.  "Please  support 
www.fractual.co.za  which  is  preparing  to 
challenge  the  granting  of  drilling  licences 
in  court.  We  are  working  hard  to  raise 
funds  to  cover  the  organisation's  legal 
fees,"  she  said. 

Lisa  also  noted  that  she  had  received 
many  compliments  from  abroad  for 
Prince  Albert's  anti-fracking  demonstra- 
tion on  22  September.  An  e-mail  sent  to 
her  from  the  United  States  described  the 
trees  draped  in  black  as  "exquisite"  and 
the  posters,  wreaths  and  ribbons  as 
"classical"  and  "classy."

Prince  Albert  tennis  has  a  long  and  an  illustrious  pedigree.  Tennis  Club  members  in  the  early  1900s  in- 
cluded, back  row:  Captain  de  Wit,  Gert  de  Villiers,  Marais,  Koos  Theunissen,  Dr  Luttig,  Luttig  McDermid, 
Dr  Stevenson.

The  population  of  Prince  Albert  will 
be  significantly  swelled  on  Satur- 
day 130ctober,  when  an  elite  grouping  of 
10  tennis  players  led  by  the  redoubtable 
Hein  de  Ridder  -  scourge  of  tennis  courts 
throughout  the  Central  Karoo  -  will  be 
visiting  from  Beaufort-West.
